“For the Son of man is

I want you to get the text in 
your memory tonight. It is very 
short, and you may forget all 
about the sermon, but this text 
is sweet enough to save every 
soul here tonight who wants to be 
saved; just in that little short 
sentence He tells us what He 
came to the world for. “He came 
to seek and to save that which 
was. lost.” 


Christ, Not the Sinner, Does 
the Seeking 


I very often meet people who 
say they are seeking to be saved, 
and they are seeking Christ and 
can't find Him. Now there is a 
great mistake there. We just want 
to reverse it. There is not a man 


or woman in the hearing of my 
voice. tonight but Christ has 
sought long and often for. He 


takes the place of the first seeker. 
There is not a redeemed soul in 
Heaven that first sought God. God 
came down after Adam. After he 
had transgressed and sinned, he 
ought to have taken the place of 
the seeker; but instead. of that, 
we find God coming right down 
that very day and calling to him. 


It was the voice of grace and 
mercy that rang through — the 
Garden of Eden: ‘‘Adam, where 


art thou?” and from that to the 
present time He is. seeking after 
sinners. 

He seeks you tonight, my 
friends. I don’t know who you 
are, but He knows you and has 
sought you often, and is seeking 
you again tonight. 

That parable we have just read 
tells of a shepherd who had a 
hundred sheep. We are told by 
Eastern travelers that it is the 
custom for the sheep when being 
ccunted at night to pass under 
the rod. I can see the shepherd 
bringing them back to the fold. 
He counts them, “one, two, three,” 
and so on till he gets to ninety- 
nine. He says, “I must have made 
a mistake in counting them.’ So 
he counts them over the second 
time. He then says, “I am afraid 
I have lost one.”’ So the third time 
he counts them and sees that one 
is lost. Now he goes out and seeks 
it. It doesn’t say that the sheep 
sought the shepherd, but the shep- 
herd sought the sheep, and sought 
till he found it. This illustrates the 
truth that our Saviour came into 
the world to seek and to save the 
lost. 


And again, take the other para- 
ble. A woman has ten pieces of 
silver. She-had received the mon- 
ey, perhaps, for some butter she 
sold. When night comes and she’s 
about to retire to rest, she says, 
“T’ll put away that money.’ She 
counts it over and finds only nine

The Bible is so tremendously unique as a fountain of 
wisdom that the famous professor, William Lyon Phelps of 
Yale University, says that a knowledge of the Bible with- 
out a college education is to be preferred to a college edu- 
cation without a knowledge of the Bible. But I mean more 
than that. 

I mean that the Bible is like no other book in the world 
in that it is inspired of God. It is literally God’s Word. It 
is God-breathed revelation. - 

The Bible is more accurate than any scientific book in 
the world. In fact, it is the only absolutely reliable book ever 
written, because it is the very Word of God. It is correct in 
history, accurate in science, It is morally perfect. It fits the 
twentieth century as well as the first century. It fits Gen- 
tiles as well as Jews, white-as well as black, old as well as 
young, learned as well as the ignorant. Other books pass 
out of date, but the Bible is never out of date. The Bible fits 
all men of all ages. It is the only perfect book ever written. 
The Bible is the infallible Word of God. It is supernatural, 
perfect, eternal. Oh, what a treasure that men have on 
earth, written down in words they can understand, a verit- 
able revelation of God making clear the will of God, making 
clear the way of salvation, the way of fellowship with God, 
opening wide the gate of Heaven to sinners, offering 
limitless wisdom to the unlearned, offering peace to the 
troubled and pardon for the sinning. as 


I. The Bible Claims for Itself Divine Inspiration 


Writers of the Bible do not hesitate to make claims 
which would be preposterous in any other book. For example, 
Paul, writing to Timothy, was inspired to say, “All scripture 
is given by inspiration of God, and is profitable for doctrine, 
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for reproof, for correction, for instruction in righteousness’ 
(II Tim. 3:16). 


“All scripture is given by inspiration of God,” we are 
told. But actually the word “inspired” is not as strong as the 
statement is in the Greek, the language in which Paul wrote 
it down. What God had Paul write down was really that 


“all Scripture is God-breathed.” The Scripture does not} 


simply claim that God breathed on men and these inspired 
men wrote out the Bible. But God’s claim is much stronger 
and more definite than that. What God says is that He 
breathed out the Scripture. God used mento write it down, 
of course, but the Scripture itself came directly from God. 

This bold claim is repeated again in II Peter 1:16-21: 

“For we have fot followed cunningly devised fables, 
when we made known unto you the power and coming of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, but were eyewitnesses of his majesty. 
For he received from God the Father honor and glory, when 
there came such a voice to him from the excellent glory, 
This is my beloved Son; ii-whem I am well pleased. And 
this voice which came from heaven we heard, when we were 
with him in the holy mount. We have also a more sure word 
of prophecy; whereunto ye do well that ye take heed} as 
unto a light that shineth in a dark place, until the day dawn, 
and the day star arise in your hearts: Knowing this first, 
that no prophecy of the scripture is of any private inter- 
pretation. For the prophecy came not in old-time by the 
will oftman: but holy men of God spake as they were moved 
by the Holy Ghost.” 

Note here the apostle speaks by divine inspiration of 
the transfiguration of Jesus when Peter, James, and John 
were with Him “in the holy mount” of transfiguration. They 
were “eyewitnesses of his majesty” when Jesus appeared 
as He will appear at His Second Coming in glory. And there 
they heard the voice of God the Father from Heaven saying, 
“This is my beloved Son, in whom I am well pleased.”’ 

Then Peter is inspired to say a startling thing. He 
says that although he had heard the voice of God speak- 
ing directly from Heaven about Jesus on the Mount. of 
Transfiguration, “We have also a more sure word of prophe- 
cy.” That is, Peter said we have a more sure revelation from 
God in the prochecies of the Old Testament, more sure even 
than the audible voice of God heard in the mount! One 
might fail to remember perfectly some word heard audibly 
from Heaven, but when God’s words are written down in 
the Bible we may check them and be sure, “more sure,” the 
Scripture says. 

And then in the next verse, I Peter 1:21, we are told 
why the Scripture is more sure than even the audible voice 
of God from Heaven when He spoke on the Mount of Trans- 
figuration: 

“For the prophecy came not in old time by the will of 
man: but holy men of God spake as they were moved by 
the Holy Ghost.” 


Prophets who wrote the Old Testament did not them- 
selves make the decision that they would write the books 
they wrote. They did not decide what to write. The Word of 
God did not come “by:the will of man.” Instead, ‘holy men 
of God spake as they were moved by the LIloly Ghost.” 

The men used of God to write the Bible, both Old and 
New Testaments, wrote “fas they were moved by the Holy 
Ghost.” God then, working through human agents, wrote 
the Bible. It is God’s Word, not man’s. 

When Jesus faced Satan in the wilderness temptation, 
He said, “It is written, Man shall not live by bread alone, 
but by every word that proceedeth out of the mouth of God” 
(Matt. 4:4). Quoting Deuteronomy 8:3, he answered that 
every word of Scripture “proceedeth out of the mouth of 
God.” 

In Luke 1:69, 70 Zacharias was filled with the Holy 
Ghost and in an inspired message which is recorded by the 
same Holy Spirit here says that God “hath raised up an 
horn of salvation for us in the house of his servant David; 
As he spake by the mouth of his holy prophets, which have 
been since the world began.” 

Here the Scripture plainly says that God spake by the 
mouth of His holy prophets all the promises about the Com- 
ing Saviour. He refers, certainly, to the Scriptures which 
here are described as God speaking by the mouth of 
prophets! 

That is exactly the same claim that David was inspired 
to make about the psalms which he wrote, “The Spirit of 
the Lord spake by me, and his word was in my tongue”’ 
(II Sam. 23:2). 

If the Bible be not the very Word of God, it is a book 
of the most extravagant lies ever written. Either the Bible 
is what it claims to be, the very Word of God, or it is not 
myth, not legend, not fairy tale, not inaccurate history, but 
bold, deliberate, willful falsehood with false morals, a false 
Christ, a false religion. The Bible must be accepted as what 
it claims to be, the very Word of God, or it must be rejected 
as forgery and falsehood. Thank God that devout Chris- 
tians who have tried it know that the Bible is what it claims 
to be, the very Word of God.

A few years ago I learned from 
a young nephew a chorus begin- 
ning: 


Make my life to be like a melody 
Ever. ringing out the message of 
the eross. 


I had him sing it over and over 
until I knew it, and it has always 
been a favorite of mine, even 
though I have never heard it used 
in a service. 

How can our lives be like a 
melody? How can they ring out 
the message of Christ? I have 
thought of some ways our lives 
can carry out the song Jesus puts 
in our hearts. Certainly it is a 
Scriptural concept, for the Psalm- 
ist says, ‘“‘And he hath put a new 
song in my mouth” (Ps. 40:3). 


(1) A song is orderly, planned, 
disciplined. Songs are written to 
a definite pattern, with so many 
beats to the measure, so many 
measures to a phrase. Even mu- 
Sicilians with little or no training 
feel this systematic pattern in 
the rhythm, and a certain ques- 
tion-and-answer relationship be- 
tween the phrases, which is also 
a part of the basic plan. (This 
is the reason why if someone 
hums the.first and third phrases 
of a song, you can often guess 
what the second and fourth phras- 
es will be.) So it is with an ef- 
fective life. It needs a plan—-the 
very plan that God sets up for us. 
In following it, and in planning 
our day-to-day lives so as to be 
the most useful, we become like 
a song God uses. 


(2) A song must be expressed 
to do good. The most beautiful 
song in the world would bring no 
joy if it were not sung. On pa- 
is lifeless and cold. The 
artist can get his message across 
if one person only looks at his 
painting; but the composer needs 
a third person, a performer, to 
put life into his creation. The 
gospel makes beautiful music, for 
it was written by God Himself 
before the foundation of the 
world. But in our neighborhood, 
in our circle of friends, the song 
of salvation must find expression 
in our lips and iives to be heard. 


(3) A song can be badly sung, 
or well done. May we not hinder 
the gospel by our lives, but rath- 
er glorify it. An extra “sharp” 
here, or “flat” there, can ruin the 
effect of the sweetest melody. A 
piano out of tune makes listening 
a chore instead of a joy. May our 
lives ring true so that we glorify 
Christ in our bodies. He is such 
a wonderful Saviour—worthy. of 
the truest, most beautiful music 
our lives can produce. 

(4) Music is the universal lan- 
guage. Those who can’t under- 
stand our words can still enjoy 
our music. And sometimes, where 
we can’t speak words for God, the 
melody of our lives can waft them 
abroad, like a wordless song. 

(5) So many times in this col- 
umn we have stressed the value 
of message in singing, This is cer- 
tainly true on the bigger scale of 
our lives as a whole. The melody 
of our lives will not change others, 
will not help them as it ought, 
unless it bears a central, over- 
powering message of Christ and 
His power to save. Sometimes it 
seems we spend so much time on 
the insignificant things of life we 
have no time left to be what we 
want to be, to serve God as we 
ought to serve Him. If we put the 
big thing first—-the message of 
salvation—the others will fall into 
their proper place. That is what 
we must do or the small things, 
necessary, perhaps, but not of 
first importance, will fill too big 
a part. 

(6) Music is from God and 
should glorify Him. It is one of 
His gifts to us, something we 
would not have without His mercy 
and love. Our lives, too, are a 
gift and trust from God, May He 


help us to use them, well and 
wisely! 


New Hymnbook

Author Unknown, 
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Dangerous Half-Truths 


Joe Biggs is an illustration of 
the trouble a man can get into if 
he only undeystands half the 
truth. At 11:30"p. m. the second 
night on his new job at the main 
post office in Washington, his su- 
perior told him to deliver a truck 
load of New York mail. Exactly 
seven hours later, at 6:30 a. m., 
he called the Washington office to 
get help about his problem. It 
seemed that he was on the New 
Jersey turnpike just eleven miles 
outside New York City. He was 
out of gas and what, he begged, 
should he do now?’ The astonished 
officials notified the New York 
office and had a truck sent out to 
meet Biggs. His truck was unload- 
ed, filled with gas, turned around 
and sent back to Washington. 


When he arrived at his original 
starting point his boss offered him 
some sound advice, explaining that 
the next time they gave him or- 
ders to deliver New York mail, 
all they expected him to do was 
drive the seven blocks to the 
Pennsylvania Railroad loading 
platform. It was totally unneces- 
sary, the boss explained, to drive 
the 228 miles to the big city. Joe 
did what he was told but, un- 
fortunately, he had not been told 
enough! 

The same is sadly -true in spirit- 
ual realms today. Almost every 
false sect and ism got its begin- 
ning by emphasizing some _ half- 
truth. Usually they deal with 
some spiritual truth which the 
church has neglected and distort 
it completely out of its scriptural 
setting. Paul’s pattern for preach- 
ing, as he explained it to the 
Ephesian elders, should be fol- 
lowed by the servants of Jehovah 
today: “For I have not shunned 
to declare unto you all the coun- 
set of God” - (Acts. 20:27). It -is 
significant to note in that pas- 
sage that Paul’s declaration is fol- 
lowed by a warning of “grievous 
wolves” entering in and “not spar- 
ing the flock.” Declaring’ the 
whole counsel of God is the only 
preventative of false doctrine 
springing up in our churches.

Socialized Medicine 


A leading medical profession 
spokesman, Dr. W. B. Shaeffer, 
president of the Georgia Medical 
Association, warned recently that 
there is a “definite trend toward 
socialized medicine in the United 
States” and placed a good part of 
the responsibility upon his doctor 
brethren. It is his conviction that 
the “decline in the number of 
‘family doctors’ and the drifting 
away from the old, close doctor- 
patient individual relationship”’ 
are helping crowd the country 
into this dangerous condition. He 
called attention to Great Britain’s 
failure in the socialized medicine 
experiment, and added, “It’s work- 
ing better in the Scandinavian 
countries, but even so, when any- 
one wants special care they come 
to the United States. 


Dr. Shaeffer emphasized he was 
not against such _ hospitalization 
plans as the Blue Cross and vari- 
ous other voluntary programs for 
hospitalization and medical care, 
but that his personal objections 
were toward any program which 
might deny an individual the right 
to pick his own doctor. He 
warned: “When the government 
starts picking up that tab, the dan- 
ger lies in the fact that after a 
while they are going to start tell- 
ing you where to go and where 
not to go,” 


We have become so accustomed 
to grasping after “something for 
nothing” that our minds are 
blinded ta.what the after-effects 
will be. It is like a beautiful brook 
trout leaping for a big, fat fly 
without noticing the cold steel 
hook which goes “free of charge’ 
with the bait!

They don’t like 
to take up the poor drunkard, and 
gambler, and put his feet on the 
rock. Thanks be to God, the good 
old Gospel has the same power 
today. The great trouble we have 
is to make men believe they are 
lost. 


I was talking to a drunkard the 
other day, He said: “I’m not so 
bad after all. I can stop drinking 
when I have a mind to.” Oh, how 
sweet to speak to men who wake 
up to the fact that they are lost. 
How delightful to offer them a 
Saviour. The great trouble is, peo- 
ple are drawing their miserable 
rags of self-righteousness about 
them and don’t really believe they 
are lost. 


Now take the surroundings of 
this text. A few days before a 
man came down from Jerusalem 
to Jeritho, and a blind man in 
Jericho asks -him for a farthing. 
He told the blind man he knew 
of one who could cure him.

blind.” 


“Well,” said the other, “I have 
just come down from Jerusalem 
and I saw a man who was born 
blind and I don’t know any man 
that has better eyes than he has.”’ 


“How is that?” says’ Barti- 
maeus. 


“Why,” said. the man, “Jesus 
of Nazareth happened to be in 
Jerusalem, and He said He was 
the light of the world. He came 
to this blind man and just took 
clay and spit on it and anointed 
his eyes and sent him off to the 
pool of Siloam, and while he was 
washing he had two good eyes.”

II. The Bible, Throughout, Claims for Itself the Qualities 
and Characteristics of the Very Word of God 


We have said that the Bible expressly claims to be the 
Word of God. That is true. It does make that claim defi- 
nitely and repeatedly. But even more impressive, perhaps, 
is the fact the Bible from one end to the other ACTS like 
the Word of God. It claims for itself the authority, the quali- 
ties, the perfections which could only be true of the very 
Word of God, supernatural and perfect. 


To illustrate this matter, let us imagine that I am in 
need of a certain service from a bank, I meet a man on the 
street and he says to me; “My name is George Brown. I am 
president of the First National Bank. I can help you.” 


Suppose I do not know Mr. George Brown personally. 
And this man says he is George Brown. But he pulls out 
his wallet and I find he has George Brown’s driver’s license. 
I find he has also a credit card belonging to George Brown. 
He shows me also a voter’s registration certificate of George 
Brown, Then he takes me with him and goes down to the 
bank and walks into the president’s office and sits at the 
president’s desk. He calls the cashier and gives the cashier 
instructions and the cashier says, “Yes, Mr. Brown.” He 
signs an order with the name “George Brown” and it is 
honored, You see, I have not only the evidence that the man 
said he was George Brown, president of the bank, but I 
have the additional fact that he acts like George Brown, 
wears George Brown’s clothes, has George Brown’s wallet, 
takes George Brown’s place in the president’s office, and 
is recognized by the workers as President George Brown of 
the First National Bank. 


That is the way it is with the Bible. From beginning 
to end the Bible makes claims for itself and speaks with au- 
thority which assumes and proves that it is the very Word 
of God. 


1, The Bible speaks on matters which only God could 
know. For example, the first chapter of Genesis tells of the 
creation of the world, the land, the ‘sea and the skies, the 
heavenly bodies, plants, animals, and man. No one else could 
have been there to see it all. So the Bible speaks on the as- 
sumption that it is from God who did these things and who 
alone would know how to describe them. 


Throughout the Bible we find this same assumption, 


_a freedom to speak about things where only God could possi- 


bly know the exact truth. 

2. The Bible claims, in countless instances, to be quoting 
the very words of God. For a brief test of this matter, go 
through the book of Exodus and find how often we find 


words like these: “The Lord said unto Moses,” or “The Lord 
spake unto Moses,” telling exactly what God said! Dozens 


of times in that one book alone are such expressions claim- 
ing to give the very words of God. 

Once I had two young women go “through Young’s 
Analytical Concordance and mark the times in which we 
are clearly told that God spoke to somebody telling him 
what to say or what to do, and I think there are some 
eighteen hundred cases listed in the Scripture. The Bible 
expressly says, not once but literally hundreds of times, 
that the man writing is writing the very words of God. 
In any other book in the world except the Bible or in a book 
quoting the Bible, such talk would be counted purest non- 
sense. But it is not nonsense in the Bible. The Bible acts 
like the Word of God, which it is. 

3. You can notice the startling claims which the Bible 
makes for itself, claims which are true about the Bible, 
but which are not true, could not be true, about any other 
book. 

“The law of the Lord is PERFECT, csiisaitas the 
soul” (Ps. 19:7). 

“EVERY WORD of God is PURE” (Prov. 30:5). 

This is a claim of nothing less than absolute perfection. 

Also we are told that the Word of God is eternal, un- 
changing, enduring forever. Note these verses: 

“Thy word is true from the beginning: and every one 
of thy righteous judgments endureth for ever.’—Ps. 
119 :160. 

“Concerning thy testimonies, I have known of old that 
thou hast founded them for ever.” —Ps, 119:152. 

“For ever, O Lord, thy word is settled in heaven.”’— 
Ps. 119:89. 

“The grass withereth, the flower fadeth: but the word 
of our God shall stand for ever.” —Isa. 40:8. 

And this great statement about the Word of God is 
quoted and enlarged upon in I Peter 1:23-25 as follows: 

“Being born again, not of corruptible seed, but of in- 
corruptible, by the word of God, which liveth and abideth 
for ever. For all flesh is as grass, and all the glory of man as 
the flower of grass. The grass withereth, and the flower 
thereof falleth away: But the word of the Lord endureth 
for ever. And this is the word which by the gospel is preach- 
ed unto you.” 
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Here the Bible makes claims for itself which could not 
be properly made for any book but the Word of God, the 
infallible, inspired revelation without flaw. 


4, The Bible is a book of prophecy, as no other book 
is or could be. That is, the Bible boldly claims to foretell the 
future in a way that simply could not be done but by God 
Himself. 

God promised to Abraham tthe land of Canaan, the na- 
tion Israel, and the coming of the Seed through whom all 
the nations of the earth should be blessed. Then He repeated 
that promise to Isaac and Jacob, and fulfilled it. 

He promised to David the great Son, the Messiah. 

It is foretold in the Old Testament that Jesus would 
be bruised for our iniquities and bear the chastisement neces- 
sary for our peace (Isa. 53). The very words and feelings 
of Jesus on the cross were foretold (Ps. 22). It was prophe- 
sied He would be born of a virgin (Isa. 7:14), that He would 
be born in Bethlehem (Mic. 5:2). It was foretold He would 
come 483 years after the command to rebuild and restore 

Jerusalem in the days of Ezra and Nehemiah (Dan. 9:25). 

All the animal sacrifices were types of how Jesus 
should die. And the Passover feast was set for the day of 
the month and the time of the day when Jesus should die. 
You see, the Bible speaks as only God’s good book could 

speak, with the authority of Almighty God who knows all 
e future. 

In Daniel, chapter 2, the history of the world empires, 
Babylon, Media-Persia, Greece and Rome, is given, with a 
word of the ten kingdoms that would come out of the Ro- 
man Empire, which now exist. 

Jesus foretold the destruction of Jerusalem and the 
scattering of the Jews into the nations of the world, and 
before it happened in A.D. 70, it was recorded in the Gospels. 

The second coming of Christ, the rapture of the saints, 
the reign of the Antichrist, the regathering and conversion 
of Israel, the millennial reign on earth—all are foretold in 
such amazing detail as were the facts of Christ’s first 
coming, and they will be fulfilled as literally. You see, the 
Bible, speaking with all the knowledge and authority of 
God, can deal with matters of prophecy in a way no human 
book, no other sacred book of any other religion, would 


possibly dare to do. The Bible not only claims to be the| fh 


Word of God, but it acts like the Word of God. It claims 
for itself the qualities and authority and prerogatives of 
the very Word of God. The Bible not only claims to be the 
very Word of God, but proves the claim. 


Ill. God Gave the Very Words of the Bible 


The Bible is inspired of God, “God-breathed” (II 
Tim. 3:16). “Holy men spake [or wrote] as they were moved 
by the Holy Ghost” (II Pet. 1:21). Now to what degree 
did God inspire the Bible? Did He inspire only the religious 
part, or did He inspire also the historical part? Is the Bible 
so inspired as to be perfectly infallibly accurate in history 
and science, as well as in matters of salvation? Did God 
give only the thoughts of the Bible and let men express 
those thoughts in their own words, or did God give the very 
words of the Bible? 

Fortunately we do not need to speculate or guess on 
this matter, for the Bible clearly tells us the answer. God 
says He gave the very words in the original manuscripts 
of the Bible. 

This matter of divine inspiration is discussed in I Corin- 
thians 2:9-13. There Paul the apostle by divine inspira- 
tion wrote: , 

“But as it is written, Eye hath not seen, nor ear heard,

There 
is a poor lost one up in that tree, 
one of Adam’s degenerate sons, a

chief publican of Jericho. 

Jesus says: “Zacchaeus, come 
down.” 

Zacchaeus wondered how He 


knew his name, but He knew all 
about him. He had come to seek 
and to save the lost one. He re- 
ceived the Lord joyfully. 

Now, there are a great many 
people who do not believe in sud- 
den conversions. Tell me when 
Zacchaeus was converted. He must 
have been converted between the 
branches and the ground. But a 
class of men say: “Well, if people 
are converted suddenly they won't 
hold out.” Well, I wish we had 
a few Zacchaeuses in Chicago. To 
those he had wronged he made 
restitution by returning them 
fourfold. By going to his house the 
Lord wanted to show those Phari- 
sees that “He had come to seek 
and to save that which was lost.” 


Zacchaeus Made Restitution 
to Those Wronged 


It made a great stir in Jericho. 
The people said, “There is a true 
disciple.” It was like a flashing 
meteor; and how sudden it was. 
You must remember one thing; if 
you don’t give half your goods‘ to 
the poor, you must make restitu- 
tion. If you have lied about a man, 
if you have slandered a man, if 
you have abused a man, go and 
tell him that you have done him 
an injustice; go and make a resti- 
tution. I felt much encouraged 
last night. A man came into the 
inquiry room and said: “Mr. 
Moody, I want you to forgive me.” 

“Why,” said I, “I have nothing 
to forgive you for; I never met 
you before.” 

“Well,” said the man, “I have 
been abusing you for about a year. 
I was here last night and I got 
converted, and I want to ask your 
forgiveness.” He had been abusing 
and slandering me, and had been 
talking about something he didn’t 
know anything about. 

There was aman who said about 
restitution: “There is a shoemak- 
er’s bill I have been owing, and I 


have-owed it for.nine years.” So 


he went round next day and paid 
it. The shoemaker said, “Well, I 
believe in those kind of meetings 
now.” He didn’t believe in them 
before. What we want is to have 
men become disciples of Jesus 
Christ. 

I may be speaking to some clerk 
tonight who has taken money 
from his employer falsely. It may 
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be that he has covered up his 
track, and no one knows it but 
the all-seeing eye of God. But you 
can’t look up, and you can't have 
the sympathies of God, and you 
can’t be converted unless you 
make restitution. It may be that 
you have squandered the money 
and can’t make restitution; but go 
right to that man you have in- 
jured and confess it. 


There was a man who had rob- 
bed his employer of $500, and the 
Spirit of God aroused him, and he 
went to one of our ministers and 
told the story. He wanted to be- 
come a Christian, but there was 
the $500 right in his mind all the 
while. 

“Well,” said the minister, “your 
path is very clear; you must pay 
back the money.” 

“But,” said. the man, 
pay it back.” 

“Then,” said the minister, “‘you 
must go back to your employer 
and confess it.” 

But the man said, “My employer 
is a hardhearted man, and if I 
confess it he will put me _ in 
prison.” And the man couldn’t do 
it, he thought. 

“Well,” said the minister, “I 
will go and see your employer.” 
And he went into the office of the 
man and told the story. “Now,” 
said the minister, “I have reason 
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An elderly person asked _ her 
aged father: “Father, why did you 
never drink? Was it because you 
didn't like it?” “No,” he replied, 
‘it, was because I did like it.” 
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to believe that that man has been 
converted of his sin. I believe, if 
you will forgive it, and if you 
give him ae chance, you may 
save the soul of the man, and he 
will work and pay back the 
money.” 

The man said, “He shall never 
hear a word from me,” and the 
result is that the clerk has now 
become a joyful Christian. 

And so, if you want to become 
followers of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
you must make restitution. Zac- 
chaeus made restitution. He went 
into his office and made out a 
check for neighbor So-and-so, and 
for neighbor So, for $100, and 
then sent his clerk around and 
offered and urged these different 
men to take this money; and do 
you think these men who had been 
robbed thought his conversion 
wasn’t genuine? He paid back not 
only what he had taken, but he 
restored them fourfold. Do you 
think those men didn’t have con- 
fidence in Zacchaeus? There wasn't 
a man in all Jericho that didn’t 
believe in his conversion. 

I can imagine a man saying, 
“Your master didn’t owe me any- 
thing.” 

But the clerk answers, “My 
master told me to tell you that 
he had taxed you too much.” 

What a smile came over his 
face. “What has come over this 
man? There was a time when he 
was unreasonable. He is giving 
money to the poor, and he is 
making restitution; that is a gen- 
uine conversion!” That is an evi- 
dence of a man who had the Son 
of God. That is an evidence of the 
Son of God breathing life into a 
man’s soul. 


Only Those Who Confess They 
Are Lost Can Be Saved 


If we could only get the confes- 
sion of a man that he is lost, it 
wouldn’t be long before he is 
saved. If a man isn’t lost, why 
has he need of a Saviour? But 
th, how refreshing it is to find 
one who will admit that he is 
‘ost. If you will admit that you 
are a sinner, I can tell you there’s 
One mighty. to..save—One .who 
came.to. save: sinners; 2 

I was invited to preach in..the 
Tombs a few years ago. I sup- 
xosed there was a chapel, as there 
ire in most of our prisons, in 
which the prisoners would be 
tathered for me to talk to them. 
But I found they were in their 
cells, and I had to speak to them 
there. There were two tiers of 


cells above me, one below, and one 
on a level with me. There were 
three or four hundred prisoners, 
but I couldn’t see a face; it 
seemed as if I were talking to a 
wall, of to the air. 


And when I got through I 
thought I'd like to see’ who and 
what I had been talking to. When 
I looked in the first cell, I saw the 
prisoners playing cards, and I 
said, “How is it with you?” And 
they hesitated, and then said there 
had been false witnesses in the 
case, and they ought not to be 
there. In the second cell, when I 
spoke to them they said, “Well, 
we'll tell you, Chaplain, we got 
into bad company, and those that 
were with us got away, and we 
got caught. We hadn’t done any- 
thing wrong.” 

And the prisoner in the next 
cell had an excuse: “The man 
that did it looked just like me, 
but they took me for him al- 
though I am innocent.” And in the 
next cell they hadn’t had their 
trial yet, but next Sunday they 
would be out. So I went from cell 
to cell; and I never found so many 
innocent men in one day in my 
life! The only guilty ones, they 
said, were the officers who put 
them. there. 

So you say tonight, “I’m not 
lost, but the man in the seat next 
behind me is.” You are drawing 
the rags of self-righteousness 
around you, and think you are not 
bad. But God says, “He that 
breaks the least of these com- 
mandments is guilty of all.” If you 
were taken away, what would be- 
come of your soul? Every soul 
that is not born of God _ shall 
be lost for time and eternity. 
Don’t let the infidels make you 
believe you are all right. 


Well, I went on through the 
cells, and at last in one I saw a 
man sitting with his head resting 
on his hands, and I could see tears 
falling from his eyes. How re- 
freshing it was to see that! I 
asked him what his trouble was. 


He said, “My sins are greater 
than I can bear.” 

And I said, “Thank God for 
that!” 


And he said, “Thank God for 
that? Aren’t you the man that’s 
been preaching to us?” 

“Yes,” I said, “I am your friend, 
and I am glad you feel vour sins.” 

“Well,” he says, “you are a 
queer friend.” 

And I said, “If your sins are 
more than you can bear, you can 
cast them on One who is able to 
bear them. I’ve been hunting for 
you for a long time.” 

“What?” he says, “hunting for 
me?” 

And I said: “You are lost, and 
I am glad I have found one man 
who will admit that he is lost.” 
And I preached Christ to him. I 
told him of Him who came to 
seek and save the lost, who came 
to open the prison doors and set 
the captive free, who gives life, 
and light, and peace, and joy. I 
must have talked to him for half 
an hour, then I said I would pray 
with him. So we knelt down, I 
on the outside and he on the in- 
side, And after I had prayed I 
said: “Now, you pray.” 

And he said it would be blas- 
phemy for him to pray. But-I told 
him that the blood of Jesus Christ 
cleansed from all sin, and he 
bowed his head down to the floor, 
“and could only say without so 
much as lifting his eyes toward 
Heaven, “God be merciful to me, 
a poor, miserable wretch.” 

No man sends up such a cry 
that God doesn’t hear him, And 
I put my hand through the little 
window and I felt a tear drop on 
it; and I said, ‘‘T’ll be praying 
for you tonight, between 9 and 
10 o’clock, at the hotel, and I 
want you to meet me at the 
Throne of Grace.” That night it 
seemed as if the Spirit of God 
came upon me. I went to see him 
next morning and the moment 
my’eyes rested on him, I saw a 
great change.

Our God-Breathed Book

neither have entered into the heart of man, the things which 
God hath prepared for them that love him, But God hath 
revealed them unto us by his Spirit: for the Spirit searcheth 
all things, yea, the deep things of God. For what man know- 
eth the things of a man, save the spirit of man which is in 
him? even so the things of God knoweth no man, but the 
Spirit of God. Now we have received, not the spirit of the 
world, but the spirit which is of God; that we might know 
the things that are freely given to us of God. Which things 
also we speak, not in the words which man’s wisdom 
teacheth, but which the Holy Ghost teacheth; comparing 
spiritual things with spiritual.” 
The following facts are very clear in this Scripture: 


1. The things which God hath prepared for His people 
are not learned by human means. “Eye hath not seen, nor 
ear heard, neither have entered into the heart of. man,” 
these supernatural truths. The things in the Bible are not 
reports of what man saw, nor what they heard, nor reports 
of what they sought out. 


2. But God’s truth is revealed by His Spirit. Spiritual 
truth must be supernaturally revealed to man. So the Bible 
then did not originate with what men saw, or what they 
heard from eyewitnesses, or what they thought through 
in. their own minds or hearts. The Bible is directly revealed 
by the Holy Spirit, we are told. ’ 


8. And this revelation of God is given in God’s wor ds, 
not man’s words. “Which things also we speak, not in the 
words which man’s wisdom teacheth, but which the Holy 
Ghost teacheth,” we are told. And the American Standard 
Version ends that verse saying, “Comparing spiritual things 
with spiritual words.” That is, God who inspired the thought 
of the Bible, also inspired the words. God gave the matter, 
the truth, the thought, in the Bible and God gave the very 
words in which these thoughts are expressed. Spiritual 
things, thus, are revealed in spiritual words. God’s truth is 
revealed in God’s own words. 


Thus we see that the Bible claims to be given (in the 
original manuscripts, of course) in the very words which 
God gave the men who wrote down the words. 

Is there not a human element involved in the writing of 
the Bible? Of course there is. God, in loving mercy, loves to 
involve us frail mortals in His miraculous works. God used 
Mary in the conception and birth of the Saviour, yet the 
miracle was of God and not of Mary. God let Naaman the 
Syrian dip seven times in the River Jordan, to be cleansed of 
his leprosy, but it was God who miraculously cleansed him: 
the miracle was wholly of God. God lets a lost sinner trust 
Jesus Christ for salvation and the convicted heart decides to 
trust Jesus and be savéd. But it is God who works the mi- 
raculous change. Regeneration, the miraculous part of salva- 
tion, is entirely a divine matter. And so God let men help in 
writing the Bible, and God chose to put some human color 
in the Bible. But we must remember that always it was by 
the. choice of God, not the choice of men, God selected the 
men. God prepared the men. God inspired the men. And God 
let these believing men be represented, in some small way, 
in what they wrote. But the words are God’s words just as 
the thoughts are God’s thoughts. 

And how could it be otherwise if the Bible is really 
“God-breathed”’ ? 

There could be no accurate revelation of perfectly super- 
natural thought except that the words themselves be given 
also. One cannot write music without notes, nor have math- 
ematics without figures, nor thoughts without words. In 
truth one cannot even understand thoughts without words. 
So we are not surprised that God plainly tells us concerning 
divine revelation, “Which things also we speak, not in words 
which man’s wisdom teacheth, but which the Spirit teach- 
eth; combining spiritual things with spiritual words” 
(American Standard Version, I Cor. 2:13). God gave the 
very words of the Scriptures, as He inspired men to write 
them down, in the original manuscripts. 

And that is taught also in Deuteronomy 8:3 as quoted 
by Jesus in Matthew 4:4 and in Luke 4:4, ‘“That man shall 


not live by bread alone, but by every word that proceedeth 


out of the mouth of God.” Whence came the Scriptures? 
Every word proceedeth out of the mouth of God, we are told! 
Jesus quoted that and Jesus believed that, and so must we. 
In fact, Jesus made it clear that not only the very words 
of the Bible were inspired, but even the spelling. In Matthew 
5:17, 18 Jesus speaks of “the law, or the prophets,” which 
will not pass away, referring to the Old Testament. The Pen- 
tateuch, the first five books in the Bible, are called “the 
law.” The rest of the Old Testament is called “the prophets,” 
and Jesus says, “Think not that I am come to destroy the 
law, or the prophets: I am not come to destroy, but to fulfill. 
For verily I say unto you, Till heaven and earth pass, one 


jot or one tittle shall in no wise pass from the law, till all be 
fulfilled’ (Matt. 5:17, 18). 


». Jesus says that He did not come to destroy the Old Testa- 


ment, but to fulfill it, and He says, “Till heaven and earth 
pass, one jot or one tittle shall in no wise pass from the law, 
till all be fulfilled.” The jot is the smallest letter in the 
Hebrew alphabet. The tittle is a serif on a letter, a part of a 
letter as small as a comma. And Jesus says that not the 
smallest, letter in any word, not the little part of a letter 
which distinguishes it from another, will pass away till all 
be fulfilled. In other words, the very spelling, the distinction 
between the letters, is divinely inspired of God. 

The Apostle Paul was inspired to make an issue of the 
spelling of the Scriptures, in Galatians 3:16. There he says, 
“Now to Abraham and his seed were the promises made. He 
saith not, And to seeds, as of many; but as of one, And to 
thy seed, which is Christ.” In the Hebrew when God prom- 
ised that in Abraham’s seed should all the nations of the 
earth be blessed, the singular form of the word is used, 
meaning not many seeds, but one, and that one Seed prom- 
ised was Jesus Christ. You see, Paul makes an argument 
that the singular form of the word was inspired of God. 
Thus God gave the very words of the Scriptures. 


Notice how many times in the Bible different men who 
were moved to write different books of the Bible were in- 
spired to mention that God gave the very words! 

1, In writing the Pentateuch, we are told that God gave 
the words. “And Moses came and told the people all the 
words of the Lord, and all the judgments: and all the people 
answered with one voice, and said, ALL THE WORDS which 
the Lord hath said we will do. And Moses wrote ALL THE 
WORDS OF THE LORD...” (Exod. 24:3; 4). 

2. God gave the words of the Saray “Now these be] 
the last words of David. David the son of Jesse said, and 
the man who was raised up on high, the anointed of the 
God of Jacob, and the sweet psalmist of Israel, said, The 
Spirit of the Lord spake by me, and his word was in my 
tongue” (II Sam, 23:1, 2). 

3. Isaiah tells us the same truth, that in divine inspira- 
tion God gave the very words: “And I have put my words in 
thy mouth. . .” (Isa. 51:16). And the context here shows 
that the statement refers not only to the book of Isaiah, 
but to all divine inspiration. 

4. The Prophet Jeremiah was called and God said to 
him, ‘‘Behold, I have put my words in thy mouth” (Jer. 1:9). 

5. God gave the very words of Ezekiel’s prophecies. God 
said, “And thou shalt speak my words unto them...” (Ezek. 
2:7). “And he said unto me, Son of man, go, get thee unto 
the house of Israel, and speak with my words unto them” 
(Ezek. 3:4). 

6. In the Book of Revelation, also, God claims the very 
words of the book. “For I testify unto every man that hear- 
eth THE WORDS of the prophecy of this book, If any man 
shall add unto these things, God shall add unto him the 
plagues that are written in this book: And if any man shall 
take away from THE WORDS of the book of this prophecy, 
God shall take away his part out of the book of life, and 
out of the holy city, and from the things which are written 
in this book” (Rev. 22:18, 19). 

We see then that the Bible clearly claims that its very 
words are inspired of God. | 

That means that the Bible is infallibly correct. The Old 
Testament is inspired as truly as the New Testament. The 
historical part is as truly inspired as the verses which give 
the plan of salvation. The matters that deal with science are 
as truly perfectly inspired of God as matters which deal

think that he got out of Sodom 
because of the prayers of his old 
uncle, You know, Abraham was 
God’s friend. 


There is many a fellow out of 
Hell tonight who deserves Hell. 
The only reason he isn’t in. Hell 
is because the hand of prayer 
holds back the hand of judgment. 
Many a young fellow in this coun- 
try would have been in Hell long 
ago but the hand of some moth- 
er’s prayer holds back the hand 
of God and God says, “I will wait 
a little while. I'll give him a 
chance.””’ Maybe someone is listen- 
irig tonight who would have been 
in Hell long ago had it not been 
for some mother who prayed for 
you. I have met many a fellow 
who said, “I would have gone to 
Hell, but my mother’s prayer 
wouldn’t let me. My mother’s 
prayers just stood between me and 
Hell and just kept me from going 
there.” 


The Natural Depravity of the 
: Human Heart 


‘But I want you to notice this. 
That night in Lot’s home there in 
Sedom he was talking to these 
heavenly guests, discussing the de- 
struction that was coming, getting 
ready to warn his sons-in-law and 
warn his daughters about the de- 
struction. We find here one of the 
most terrible and awful pictures in 
all literature. Somebody knocked 
at his door and said, ‘We’re going 
to have these guests.’ Now this 
Was perversity and degeneracy 
and moral looseness manifesting 
itself. You take the reins off the 
flesh and turn it loose; you take 
the bridle off the head of human 
depravity and turn him loose— 
there isn’t anything on God AI- 
mighty’s earth that any man 
couldn’t do unrestrained by divine 
grace. There has never been any 
sin that mortal man committed 
that you couldn’t commit tonight 
if you were not restrained by some 
influence of grace. Somebody says, 
“Look what he does!” Yes, but 
you could do what he does, and 
something worse perhaps. Men 
usually commit the sins they are 
tempted to. commit. They yield 
along the lines where they are 
tempted. One man is tempted by 
pride, another man _ by alcohol, 
another man by lust, another man 
by something else. You just take 
the reins off and turn yourself 
loose. 

All this philosophy in this 
country we have about living your 
own life! Talk about coming to 
Bob Jones University, and up and 
down this country even funda- 
mentalists and evangelical Chrig- 
ttans will say, “We don't want any 
discipline. We _ believe in letting 
grace reign!” Listen to me, I have 
never heard young folks talk like 
that who didn’t want to raise the 
devil. That is the language of men 
who want to live as they please. 
They say, “I wouldn't want to go 
to Bob Jones University, They’re 
too strict. The discipline is too 
strict. I want to live my own life. 
I: want to be trusted.” 


Let me tell you scmething. I 
have always been afraid to trust 
myself. When you deliberately ex- 
pose yourself to temptation, you 
will wake up in Hell. You take the 
young people of this nation who 
are going out day after day and 
night after night, turning them- 
selves loose, seeing how near they 
can get to Hell and not get 
burned—they are going to Hell! 


Young people in this country 


have always been pretty close to 
me. They have never run from 
me. It doesn’t matter if you do 
get old. Your head may get gray 
and the fingers of time may pinch 
wrinkles in your face, but I have 
learned from experience that your 
heart can stay young. My boys 
and girls in Bob Jones University 
don’t run from me, You and I may 
grow old; we may get trembly at 
the knee and feeble, but if we 
an understanding heart, 
young folks won’t run from us, I 
have had them come to me time 
and again at Bob Jones University 
and say, “Dr. Bob, I got here at 
the right time. I was about ready 
to go to Hell when I came here.” 
Some of them come from the 
best homes in this country. We 
turn folks loose in America and 
say, ‘“We’re going to trust them to 
do as they please.” But that is not 


have 


what the Bible says. The Bible 
says, “Have no confidence in the 
flesh” (Phil. 3:3). Have no con- 
fidence in the flesh! If you do, 
you will go to Hell! 


Talk about depravity. Here is 
Lot: well-reared; he had a good 
family, a good: old uncle. His 
uncle, Abraham, represented God 
Almighty in the land whence he 
came, A man who had an uncle 
who walked with God and talked 
with God, was God's friend, chosen 
by Almighty God to father a race, 
here he is in Sodom. What hap- 
nened there? Some men are about 
to get in his house and Lot says, 
“Don’t come in here and disturb 
my guests. I don’t want you to 
disturb my guests. If you won't 
disturb my guests, I'll turn my 
daughters over to you and let 
them go to Hell with you. [ll 
vive you my daughters if you 
won’t disturb my guests!”’ 


Don’t Follow Customs; Stand 
Up for God’s Standard 


Now there was a custom in that 
country, sort of a code of honor, 
that a man under your own roof 
had to be protected, regardless. 
If I am the host and he is my 
guest, I am supposed to take care 
of him. It doesn’t matter what the 
circumstances may be—he is my 
guest. It was an established cus- 
tom. There was no special reason 
for it as far as I know, except a 
human custom established. 

So these messengers were in 
Lot’s home. Lot had accepted a 
custom that had dominated, him 
to such an extent that he was 
willing to give up the honor, vir-

tue and purity of his daughters to 
maintain a custom! 


That is exactly what this coun- 
try is doing now. Church members 
in this country are saying, “Well, 
everybody’s doing this!” In the 
first place, that is a lie, There are 
still decent folks left in this coun- 
try. This other gang makes a big 
noise. Like an old fellow one time 
who said,-“‘I’m going to dtain that 
old pond out yonder and sell those 
frogs and get rich.” He went out 
and drained the pond, but there 
weren't but two frogs in it. He 
said, “You know, they are making 
‘so much noise I thought the pond 
was full of frogs!” 


There is a worldly, loud, godless 
crowd in this country, and some- 
‘times we think, because of their 
. conduct, everybody is going to 
Hell. God’s people have always 
been in the minority. God never 
“did have many folks comparative- 
-ly. But in every community there 
are girls left who will not bow to 
a false god and sell out to a 
custom that accepts everything 
that comes along. There are still 
a few Christian fathers and 
mothers left who want to protect 
their children. There are still a 
few preachers who will not bow 
down to customs that are not 
right-—-men like John Rice and 
some others I know: They will not 
surrender, 


Can you get a picture of a man 


so dominated by an established 


custom, a sort of humanly-accept- 
ed code of honor, that the pro- 
tection of his guests was worth 
more than the protection, integrity 
and purity of his own daughters? 
But you know, that same sort of 
thing is going on in this country. 
I know thousands and thousands 
of mothers whom I have met in 
my lifetime who take the bridle 
off the home—discipline and ev- 
erything else—and turn their -chil- 
dren loose, let their girls go un- 
chaperoned, unprotected—turned 
loose to-go everywhere. 


While I am standing here to- 
night there are parked on the 
roadsides of this country, up and 
down highways everywhere this 
night,  cigarette-smoking _ girls. 
“Everybody else,” they say, “does 
it; why not us?” Cocktail-drinking 
women! Mothers’ say, “I trust my 
daughter, I trust my daughter!” 

I was holding a revival some- 
time ago and a girl told me how 
she had been in sin and shame, 
away from God; how she had sold 
out her soul to the lustly, fleshly 
temptation of life. How she sobbed 
out her heart as she pulled skele- 
tons out of the closet of the past 
and dangled them in my face! 
Then she said to me, ‘Mother 
doesn’t know!” I prayed for her 
-and tried to help -her. Then the 
next day her mother said to me, 
-“You know, I have such a lovely 
girl! I can trust her anywhere in 
the world!” 


Listen to me, there has~ never 
been such a time in this country 
as now when we Christian people 
need to stiffen our moral back- 
bone and stand up for God’s 
standards instead of human cus- 
toms. They don’t belong together. 

Talk about keeping up with 
your age! If poor old Enoch had 
kept up with his age, he would be 
in Hell tonight. If Noah had kept 
up with his age, he would have 
‘gone to Hell. Noah would have 
been drowned in the flood. I want 
to tell you, if you keep up with 
the age in which you are living, 
you are going to Hell, This age 
is going to Hell! Listen, America 
tonight is at the lowest ebb mor- 
ally that it ever has been. 


Outright Standards Our Only 
Safety in Temptation 


In the old days, when I was a 
boy, a fellow might do wrong, but 
he knew when he was doing 
wrong. Today most of the folks in 
this country don’t even know 
when they are doing wrong. In the 
old days a man got married, and 
he and his wife went along togeth- 
er. One day they had a little fuss. 
(I'm talking about us old boys 
now.) You know how it is. You 
have a little fuss with your wife 
in the morning. I suppose you 
have had if you are any good. 
When a man never had a fuss or 
any kind of an argument with his 
wife, one or two of them are 
weak, or both of them, 


I have been married nearly 
forty-three ‘years and I think I 
have gotten along about as well 
as anybody, but I have had my ups 
and downs. I never saw a day I 
would give my wife for anybody in 
the world, but I will tell you 
frankly she has had a hard time 
putting up with a high-pressure 
man such as I am, going up and 
down this country, always busy, 
always driving. She hasn’t had an 
easy time, 

But here is one of us old-time 
fellows. You go up town; you left 
your wife pouting and you are 
pouting. You meet one of these 
modern girls. She says, “Hello.” 


You say, “Hello. Going this 
way?” 

“Uh huh.” 

But’ you say to yourself, I 


mustn’t walk with her; I’m mar- 
ried. I said I was going to be true 
to my wife till death do us part, 
and I’ve got to stick it out. I’m 
up against it. I wasn’t treated 
right this morning. I imagine if 
I were married to her, she would 
be nice to me; but I’ve got to 
stick it out. I ¢an’t give up. I’m 
married. and Ive. got,.to do, right. 


You are gone downtown all day. | 


In the evening you.come home. 


Your wife meets you -as-you come | 


in. You sit down, pick -up<your 
paper and look, inthe dining room 
where she is putting the meal on 
the table. She speaks to you. 
=“"Have-a good=day?” 

“Well, pretty well.” 

“Feel all right?” 

“Oh, yes, pretty well.” You wish 
she would let you aione because 
you feel so bad. You feel guilty, 
ashamed of vourself. She keeps 
asking questions. 


After awhile she says, “Supper 
is ready.” | 

You go in there and look at 
her. She has on a nice little house 
dress. She has fixed just exactly 
what you like to eat. She knows 
how to feed the beast. You look 
at her and say, “Well, this cer- 
tainly is a nice supper.” 

“Well, I hope you like it. I 
fixed it for you. I thought that 
was what you liked.” You would 
give a thousand dollars to. be 
dead, you feel so mean. + 


You say, “Well, honey, I’m sorry 
the way I acted this morning.” 
“Well,” she says, ‘“T’m 

blame.” 

You. say, “No, I’m to blame.” 
Then you have a fuss about which 
one of you is to blame! You would 
not have given her up for all the 
women who ever lived because you 
had some standards. You believed 
in keeping marriage vows and be- 
ing decent. 

Here is one of these modern fel- 
lows. He had a fuss with his wife, 
starts up town and meets a wom- 
an. 
She says, ‘‘Hello.” 

He says, ‘Hello.’ 

“Going my way?” 

“Uh huh.” 

“Where do you work?” 

‘““So-and-so.”’ 

“T work so-and-so. What time 
do you get off for lunch?” 

“Certain time.” 

“Well, I do, too. How about hav- 
ing lunch with me?” 

You take her to lunch, She has 
been divorced maybe, or it may 
be that she has a husband. You 
sit down and tell her about what 
a hard time you have. Your wife 
doesn’t understand you. You are 
sorry, but she never did under- 
stand you and you have never 
been quite happy. She sympathizes 
and says, “Poor boy. I am sorry 
for you.” The first thing you know 
you get a divorce and marry this 
woman. You get her on your hands 
and you have more trouble than 
you ever had in your life. Now 
what is the matter with you? You 
didn’t have any standards, that-is 
all. You pulled the standards 
down. 

Now, Lot had pulled down mor- 
al standards and sacrificed those 
standards on the altar of an es- 
tablished custom. I have an obliga- 
tion as a host when I have a 
guest in my home, but I have 
no moral right to do wrong to 
protect a guest! It never is right 
to do wrong to do anything, It is 
not right to do wrong even to get 
to preach the gospel. It is not 
right to support something wrong 
to get a pulpit in which to preach.

Lord God of hosts, give us some 
standards in this country! 


Compromise of Principle 
Never Excusable 


I was talking to a fellow not 
long ago who believes the gospel 
just like John Rice and I believe 
it. But do you know what hap- 
pened to that fellow? He believes 
the gospel just like we believe it, 
stands up and preaches it. I asked, 
“You're supporting a_ certain 
thing?”’ . 

“Yes. You know, it is in our 
denomination. I’m supporting it. 
You know, I have to go along to 
get a chance to preach.” 


I don’t. I can get on a street 
corner. If I can’t here, I can go 
to Japan and preach on any street 
corner there without even getting 
a permit. I never saw such an 
open door. I would go to Japan 
and spend my life there before 
I would support something wrong. 
You don’t have to do wrong to get 
a chance to do right!

of his children. He picked out that 
well-watered land and pitched his 
tent toward Sodom. That is the 
day he started down the road. 
Now look where he is—-so far gone 
that even the virtue of his chil- 
dren didn’t mean much to him. 
And in a city where degeneracy 
and wickedness are all around him 
everywhere, he let them out to 
damn them. You fathers and 
mothers—-you owe it to God Al- 
mighty to take care of your chil- 
dren. 


I talked to a mother not long 
ago and she said, “You know, Dr.

My duty to my country 
and my duty to my God never 
conflict. My duty to my wife and 
my duty to my neighbor never 
conflict.

that you try to make right when 
it conflicts with something else 
that is right, it is wrong, Remem- 
ber that.

They got their old 
daddy drunk after he got out, to 
his shame and dishonor. His wife 
left behind, turned to a pillar of 
salt.

What we 
need is some spiritual vitamins 
that will give us red blood. What 
we need in this country is to build 
character again. Listen, we have 
a hothouse-plant Christian char- 
acter in America. 

I have just been down in south- 
east Alabama, was over the roads 
I used to travel when I was a lit- 
tle fellow. I thought about my old 
daddy. He used to have family 
prayer at night and sometimes 
whip me before I would go to 
sleep. When I get to Heaven, I 
am going to thank him. 

We tell our students at Bob 
Jones University, “What does it 
take to stop you?” That is a test 
of your character. It is so easy 
to stop some people, Any time 
man waves a lantern, they stop. 
We need more of those old-time 
preachers in this country. 

When I was a boy, I was down

And the greatest preaching I have 
ever heard in my life I heard in 
those piney woods when I was a 
boy. I know some of them were 
butchering the king’s English, but 
they were not looking for a job; 
they were looking for an oppor- 
tunity to preach. Now they are 
saying, “You want a job, don’t 
you? You had better go along with 
the machine.” I imagine, Dr. For- 
rest, you meet it. They meet my 
preacher boys out on the field, 
some of these religious bosses. I 
am not talking about these de- 
nominations. Listen, I have put 
more people in the religious de- 
nominations in this country than 
any living man, I’ve got a right to 
talk, but I resent this little re- 
ligious boss group that is taking 
the thing over and making folks 
holler for them, A lot of them are 
crying, “Church loyalty.” They 
meet my boys, but they don’t say, 
“You'll be a better preacher if you 
go to some other school.” They 
say, “You'll get a better job.” The 
man who tells a preacher he will 
get a better job by going to any 
kind of school or taking any kind 
of stand is trying to bribe him. 
That’s crooked. 

You are entitled to whatever 
you find on the road of God’s pur- 
pose in your life. If you stumble 
over some money, all right. If you 
get a good salary, all right! But 
watch yourself that the Devil 
doesn’t get you with a salary. If 
you are looking for the money, 
there is something wrong with 
you. Paul didn’t have any ecclesi- 
astical arms to carry him around. 
That little Jew met Christ on the 
Damascus road and he started 
running for Jesus and nothing 
could stop him, I have said many 
a time that a jail built on his 
pathway meant nothing to Paul. 
He would run through one of them 
and come out on the other side 
with a convert under one arm and 
the prison gate under the other, 
and keep running to the next 
town. Now the trouble with us is 
we are accepting man-made 
standards. That is the tragedy in 
this country, No wonder we have 
juvenile crime. : 


Vow to Set Up Standards 
Again 

I hope when we Christian people 
go home from this conference we 
will set up standards again. There 
has never been a time in my life 
when it has been as hard to main- 
tain standards as it is now. Do 
you know that the fundamental- 
ists of America criticize Bob Jones 
University more for its discipline 
than modernists criticize us for 
our orthodoxy? Even we funda- 
mentalists are affected by the 
moral looseness of this country. 
It has got hold of us: We are 
falling for it. Our children are 
falling for it, It is not easy to 
maintain standards. Lot didn’t 
maintain them. You can’t. conceive 
of that, can you? 

Now, here is a man with two 
daughters. The established custom 
was to take care of the guests 
regardless. Under your roof, you 
should protect them. All right, as 
long as you can do it and be true 
to God, that is all right. As long 
as you can do it and take care 
of your children, all right. Here 
is a man who said, “I have two 
daughters. I’ll let their virtue go, 
I'll sacrifice them on the altar 
of human depravity, let them go 
to Hell rather than break an es- 
tablished custom.” ©O God, be 
merciful to America! O Lord God, 
come to our rescue and our help! 
Give us some standards. 

When I was a boy we had them. 
We didn’t always live up to them, 
but we had them, And I ‘vant to 
tell you, it is good to have them 
even if you don’t live up to them. 
It is worse to pull standards down 
to our own level of human de- 
pravity than it is to fail to reach 
even your standards. It is worse 
to try to make a thing right that 
is wrong than it is to know that 
something is wrong and in weak- 
ness do it. : 

When I was a boy we knew 
there was a God, we knew there 
was a Heaven, we knew there was 
a Hell, and we spent our lives 
running from the Devil. They said 
the Devil will get you if you do 
that. fs 


I heard Homer Hammontree say 
that when he was a boy in east 
Tennessee that he and Charlie 
Alexander, that great gospel sing- 
er, one day were driving some 
cows and. Homer cussed the cow. 

Charlie said, “Homer, don’t you 


cuss those cows. The Devil will 
get you for that.’ 

We knew there was a Devil. He 
was after us all the time. We 


knew there was a Hel. Nobody 
had to argue with us about there 
being a Hell. We knew we de- 
served it. We have raised a gen- 
eration that thinks they are too 
good to go to Hell and they are 
just the very gang that is going 
there. 

Poor Lot. He 
wicked city all that time and 
didn’t even get his family out, 
much less anybody else. Wouldn’t 
you have thought Lot.would have 
saved somebody in the town? 
Looks like he would have gotten 
someone. No, it doesn’t. No man 
like that ever gets anybody. 

A Woman said to me, “You 
know what I do? I’m a church 
member but I smoke cigarettes 
because I can run around with 
certain people and make contacts 
that way. I go to bridge parties 
and drink some cocktails.

Your business 
as a Christian is to maintain 
standards and exalt Jesus Christ 
and live right.

I_ know Lot was a dirty old 
compromiser or he would have 
saved somebody in Sodom. But he 
walked out of there with just two 
daughters, the ones he tfiéd to 
sell to the Devil before he left. 
Got out there and the Devil 
wouldn't take them in the city 
where he lived. They got out of 
the city and helped damn him 
themselves. Listen, if God gave 
you a baby and you held that 
baby in your arms and lived the 
right kind of life, brought up the 
child right, that child is not go- 
ing to Hell. “Train up a child in 
the way he should go: and when 
he is old, he will not depart from 
. tre. wo

was there. I walked in and took 
my seat among the bumiest of 
the bums, the toughest of the 
toughs, the most slimy of the 
Slums. Harry Monroe stood up and 
said, “Jesus can save any of you. 
You may be a miserable sinner, 
but Jesus can save you. You may 
have broken your mother’s heart, 
but Jesus can save you.” Harry 
Monroe said, “Boys, if you want 
Jesus Christ, come on up here.” 
They started down the aisle. I 
saw a bummy old bum with bloat- 
ed face, bloody eyes, stagger to 
the front and fall down in the 
front seat. Harry Monroe said, 
“Stop singing! stop singing! Wait 
a minute. I never saw this guy be- 


fore, but I venture that this guy 
had a good mother. I venture he 
was brought up in a Christian 
home. I venture he was reared 
right.” | 

The bum looked up to him and 
said, “‘Who told you about my 
mother? She is the best Christian 
that ever lived. She is not to 
blame for this. My daddy is a 
good Christian. I want God to 
get me right. I have gone far 
away.’ I leaned over and I said, 
“Harry, how did you know that?” 

“Bob, I have seen thousands of 
bums, but I can count on the 
fingers of my hands the bums that 
I ever saw from Christian homes, 
properly reared. Whenever I see 
a bum like that, I find him on 
his way back to God. And there 
is something about the way he 
kneels at the mourner’s bench 
that tells me this story-—that he 
had a good mother and a good 
home.” 


Fathers and mothers, let’s go 
home from this conference and 
set up our standards again. If 
everybody in the community does 
something wrong, let’s do right. 
If all the neighbors set up false 
standards, let’s keep our stand- 
ards. Let us be sure that in every- 
thing we set up God’s standard of 
right, Regardless of the standards 
around us, if they are not in line 
with that standard, you can be 
sweet, you can be a gentleman, 
you can be a lady—you don’t have 
to be a roughneck, you don’t have 
to be uncouth, but you do have to 
do right. Don’t take the conse- 
quences that Lot had to take with 
his wife burned up. He got out 
of the city and he smelled burning 
flesh. He couldn’t tell whether it 
was the flesh of his daughters he 
had left behind, or the flesh of his 
wife, or the flesh of his sheep, or 


goats. Two of his daughters went 
out with him and according to his 
report they had been up to that 
time virtuous girls. They got him 
drunk and went to ruin with their 
father. 

Lord God of mercy and God of 
justice, have mercy on us because 
Thy Son died for us and You can 
be just and our Justifier. Keep us 
faithful. Forgive our sins. Forgive 
us if- we have taken up customs, 
most of us, contrary to God’s 
standards. Bring us back to that 
which is right. Bless us here now.
